For it muſt either 
be proved, That God - id not pur the ſole rule or authority 
inthe Mazi'trate, which cannot be proved, or elſe the Mt- 
niſters wichove the Magittrate (if claiming his due) have 
no anchotity in Chur.h- Government, that is, to excom- 
manicate, or co make Heathen men, and Publicans.

This his ſpecial approbation, v:z. 

That his Highneſs the Lord Proteftor , us raiſed up by the 
right hand of God to rule in Church and State, and to turn his 
baud agamſt Antichrift,and therein to profþer tn the promoting 
of Reerns ion wheres Holineſs impartial Juſtice & Honeſty, 
as the cauſe and ſtandard of God way be exalted among ft 1, 

For we muſt not imagine, That his Highneſs, whom 
God hath ſo-exalred and qualified, and hath hitherto 
connſelled him to improye the Lord's cauſe, was in the 
capacity of a private man, either ſtruck at, or by God de- 
livered, | 

But to bear Teſtimony in all mens conſciences, As his 
Highneſs Rands in the way of Antichriſt, as God was his 

Battel-Axe (as the Propher faith) ro beat down kis cne- 
mies. 

As he is moſt glorionſly owned of God to ſer up his 
Randard againſt the heart of Popery & head of Mahomer. 
As his Highneſs is ſufficiently known co abound in Wiſ- 
dom , Zeal and Forticude, and whom God's merciful 
preſence hath moſt gloriouſly artended,and to ſee the fruir 
thereof in peaceable Government, Hence they gnath the 
teeth, upon this acconnr, and no otherwiſe, they plotted 
aoain{t the Lord's Vicegerent : for which.cauſe the Lord 
of Hoſts, became a preſent help in rime of need, toodup 
and defended him as God hath before appeared in pro- 
teRing thoſe that have according to their light appeared 
acainſt Antichriſt , forwhich cauſe, Q, Elizabeth was very 
often delivered from private ( as the Parliament from the 
Powder-Treaſon) or Popiſh) conſpiracies, They envied

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company of Abiram, and the Lord alſo imote Miriam, the 


Prophereſs for her peeviſh oppoling, 
That this deliverance then was of God as beretofore, 


where is that cloſed eye that will now ſee norhing?would Digicus 
it not have been quick-ſight or wide open? if the Viper De! in h# 


had ſo faſtened on his Highneſs band, as that the Plor had 
been effeual ; but now , that God in mercy nath pre- 
yentedit, how ſhall they exceed the Heathens, if now 
(when they ſee it ſhaken into the fire ) they ſhall noc 
change their mindes, though nor to ſay he is a God , (as 
Magiltrates are in ſome reſpect called) yer ought they , as 
all Chrittians ought at leaſt to confeſs, that God is with his 
Highneſs the Lord ProteQor, 

Bur if it may be poſſible, that they cannot ſee through the 
hardneſs of cheir hearr or ſpiritual blindneſs;tf they be nor 
opiated in their Reaſon, may not the flaſh of fire, which 
rormented Spira,as a lightning from Heaven : ler them ſee 
the light of an enemies conſcience, that conld nor reſt bur 
in the betraying of the Plot of his confederated Conſpi- 
rators, 

It is not of man then, nor can ic be of Satan, to tender 
the heart,or make a dead conſcience to be made quickned, 
a thonſand witneſſes the great Eye and Judge of the Sou], 
that by which gracions means his Highneſs being pres 
ſerved of God in his Place and Government,doth wi:neſs 
the faithfulneſs of God, in the promiſed ſure mercies of 
David, 

For, as all deliverances are by the power of God, fo 
have they ever been aſcribed ro God the Deliverer , as in 
the joyful ſound , Let God ariſe, let bis enemies be ſcaterred, 
let them alſo that hate him flee before him , as (moak 4 driven 
WAY ; as wax melteth betore the fire, ſo let the wicked periſh at 
the preſence of God, But let the righteous be g 14, let them re» 
Joyce before God, let them exceeding rejoyce : Sing unto God, 

fing praiſes unto his Name, extol bins that rideth upon the hea- 
ven by bis name Jah, and rejoyce before him, AFather of the 
fatherleſs, and Judge of the widow, even God in his boly habi= 
tation: bleſſed be the Lord that hath not made #4 a prey unto their 
reeth,our help is in the Name of the Lord, Bur 


deliverance. 
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But who are ſo blind as they that will nor ſee che hand 
of God in the exalring & delivering his Seryam? and who 
ſhall be, except upon that account, wilfully diſobedien ? 
inthat every Soul in his relation, ſpiritual or temporal, is 
nor obſcurely ſpoken unto, to yield obedience 2 bur above 
all ; ail weare fo required : | 
I. As we have any affettion or regard to God, we muſt obey 
for the Lords ſake. 
2, As we reſpett the minde of God, his decree or truth. Thi 
7 the will of God. 
 3-There i an approbation given ts obeying. This is well-doing, 
4. The benefits which we ſhall obtain: if we ſhall not be here- 
in wanting y are theſe : Weſhall put to ſilence the igno- 
ance of fooliſh men, we our ſelves ſhall diſcharge a good 
conſcience ; and laſtly,we (hall live godlily and peaceably, 
This is the language by which the Spirit ſpeaks unro thee; 
How doth the yearning of bowels,(though before ſhur up) 
hereby, provoke us to obey in thar for the Lord's ſake we 
are {o required: i« there avy thing we ſhall nor do for the 
Lord's ſake our King and Heavenly Father ? is there any 
thing too dear to belioyw,or any love or ſervice,which we 
(hall nor rejoyce to perform? if we ſhall not rake pleaſure 
in reproaches, neceſſities,perſecutions for the Lord's (ake, 
yea , if Gods love ſhall nor conſtrain us to lay down out 
lives for his ſake, we are baſtards.8& no ſons;quite degene- 
rated fromthe ſucceſſion of Chriſtian Brethren : if we ſhall 
not therefore ſubmic to his Vicegerent, For as we have 
heard, Thss is the will of God,this is a divine truth : All powers 
that aregare ordained of Ged: unto which the ſouls of al lelf- 
denyingSaints moſt joyfully make anſwer, Not our wills,but 
thy will be done : it is our meat and drink todo the will of our 
heavenly F ather:unco which,to ſubmit from the hearc, hatch 
ſuch an approbarion , (though in all char we do we are un- 
profitable ſervants.)To be ſubjett ro Higher Powers,hath the 
encominm or praiſe of well-doine, unto which the eyes of | 
of God, and all good men'look,and the beſt of all forrs of 
men are encuged. | 
In which, if we negle& or violate onr duty, hereby the 
| months 
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mouths of all ungodly men , which would otherwiſe be 
topped, will be opened again(t us : for fo is the will of 
God, that by well-doing ye ſhallput to ſilence the ignorance of 
fooliſh nzen, or the earth ſhall dry up the troubled ſea, we ſhall 
enjoy our peace » the dogs of the world (hall not bark,ag ainſt ua, 
for our Iroes Ba be peaceable and godly, Theretore as you 
ſee norhing (hall be objeQed againſt us if we obey, bur e- 
very one ſhall obje& againſt wilful diſobedience, which is 
not only again{t the light of Nature, bur alſo againkt the 
light of Grace , becauſeall.men both natural and rege- 
nerate,are called co give up themſelves unto the Lord,and 
be faichfully ſubjeRed, and that not for fear only, bur for 
conſcience ſake, 

O the curſed delufion by which men are led into Plots 
and Conſpiracies, the fin of witchcraft! For though ſome 
people that will needs be judging ip cheir own cauſe, 
male-content, precipitated, impatient Spirits, that will 
make nothing to oppole the Power that is ſet over them, 
2nd herein would be judging , or rather enrn judgemenc 
into wormwood,as though they were the Porterand God 
the Clay, whereby chey would be moulding and ordering 
at their will and pleaſure , yet that chey are more buſie, 
thenthey have any call for. God, by whom it is ſaid, By 
me kings reign, is herein ſo much offended, that if God 
ſhould ſer up an heathen to rule with a rod of iron, yer 
would he moſt ſeverely pnniſh choſe that ſhould riſe up a- 
cainſt him, as beivg che grear contempt of his will and 
pleaſure, 

For though it is true that God hath plagued all kind of 
fi, yer ſo much of che diſorder and pride of the Angels 
rhart he caſt down into hell, &c. here is in refiſting the 
power God ſers over them : therefore, for chis fin his pe- 
culiar people were ſo ſeverely puniſhed, thac all of chem as 
the Prophet Jeremiah perſwaded them, that would not be 
ſubjeft to the King of Babylon, were cut off by the ſword , and 
mit miſerably captivated , though thoſe that hearkned to the 
Prophet, proſpered m the enjoyment of the liberty of conſcience, 
pease and happineſs, Which hints out thus much —_

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for our information , That the plamting and plucking up of 4 
Nation is revealed unto the Prophets, and that a4 men are re- 
ſerver for mercygthey are connſelled, or otherwiſe go np to Bth- 
lem-Gaber, or are caſt upon the precipices of ſelfiſh confederacy, 
Therefore murmur not againſt Moles and Aatongver fight we 
not againſt God when we are conquered, nor preſume to aſſume 
to our ſelves to be Lord of Lords and King of Kings, which is 
Gods own attribute : but as in the ſecond Pſahy we are tully 
informed, 71's ll mens duty , that we muſt be patient and not 
meddle cr buſie our minds any more, or plot againſt , or ſtudy 
to oppoſe the power that God hath ſet over ws © for though the 
people rage, and the heathen imagine concermug the ſubverting 
of this Government as they pleaſe ; yea, th:ugh the Kings of the 
earth ſet themſelves with their wnited Forces , as they did in 
ſome meaſure oppoſe eremy, Luther, and beſieged Genevah, 
yea,though lhey ſhak take counſel , confederate 10 break, their 
bands aſunder, to free themſelves from the yoke of obedienceyor 
would ſtrive to ſubdue the people of God, with whom he is gra- 
cionſly preſent z yet that this is to take connſel without him that 
z5 called Counſellor, which proves labor in vain, even to weave 
the ſpiders web,which makes him that ſitteth 1n heaven to laugh 
them to ſcorn, that would hinder, as it were the Sunfrom ſhin- 
ing :4 / a and vain attion, which as a venial [init may not 
be ſlighted by them, or to ſhew that God is hereby moſt highly 
offended without any longer forbearing of them, then in the ve- 
ry ail, or preſently when they intended it , ſhall he as he did to 
aide » [peak unto them in his wrath, and vex themns in his ſore 
diſpleaſure : ſo that for all that they ſet themſelves by all their 
plots and ſtrength againſt that power that God hath ſet over 
them, yet :oſhow how God will diſappoint them , or drive ons 
contrary deſign, I willfauh God,whither you will or no,ſet my 
Chriſt, all that are ſet np under him upon my holy hill of Sion, 
Cercainly then, they know nor what ſpirit they are of, 
or how rhey are moſt miſerably deluded, that will needs 
drink the poylon, that they are chns hy all che ways both 
of mercy and judz2ement forewarned of that rnn in the 
eainſaying of Corah , and confederate with Bigax and Te 

reſh to their moſt certain deſirution, 
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GENER AL eAPPLIC AT ION, 


But cercainly this is not all; chat uſe that we muſt make 
of the deliverance co eſchew the evil of Plots and con- 
ſpiracies, and do che good to honor the Power that God 
exalts overus. For it the faichfa} Prophers tpeak home 
indeed, and ſhall be received, the Sun-light of Nathancels 
ſmplicicy , ſhall be diſcovered char ſhines in a multicud2, 
the cloud; and yet is not overclonded wich them. 

For ſurely, this is bur Gods waiting time, not the ful- 
neſs of his more expe&ed preſence with us : for who is 
ſo blinde that cannot ſee, that chere are more thar:caft 
ſtones in the way, then ro make a High way for our God 
among us, Bur ſurely this hellſh Plot cannot bux alarm 
us to all cake up the arms of our profeſſion,8: make good 
our crue faich in che witneſſing thereof , by the fruit of 
peace and holineſs, and to be as ſtout as ſevere Cato was, 
that fought againſt the-fing of the Ciry, That the myſti- 
cal Pillars of rhe Church and Stare; rhe molt faithful Pro- 
phers, montrners, poor and innocent, may not 8s in back- 
lliding times be for ſigns and wonders , that ſtand in the 
eap, ſeeing they are marked of God by his ſpecial appro- 
bation. And may not this deliverance moſt eſpecially 
cry alond in the ears of the diſaffeRed, Saul, Sanl,why per- 
ſecuteſt thou me in my Saints ? it's allo roo hard for you, ye 
ſons of Serviah, to kick againf# the pricks, the great unſeen 
oppolicion and judgement which will befal you,your own 
ſword ſhall ſlay you, ROY 

It's coo hard for you,though you have none to oppole, 
ſeeing che Lord will bejult and cerrible againlt you, God 
will divide your Tongues, God will confound you, you 
ſhall fall into che pic that you have digged tor others,your 
weavons thar you have formed ſhall nor. proſper.
